It Is not transferable, or trans- 
ferable only to a very slight extent to 
any other subject matter: that so far 
as the capacity is dependent upon the 
method used in the study it Is trans- 
ferable to a considerable extent to 
.other studies in which that same meth- 
od is. applicable; ihat so far as it de-

the general moral and intellectual atti- 
tude, as. for example, intensity of the 
effort put into the study, or diligence, 
and. things of that .sort. It-is transfer- 
aole Indefinitely. 


"The experiments tried have 
been

be that the qualities wp.-flnd regarding 
the trirtisferanility of acquired capacity 
are not the same -at all ages of llfe-l

|While Bathing in Concord River 


Yesterday Afternoon — Body

The farm- 
ers repay the railroads with bigger 
carloads of freight.

benefit accrues, of course, to the coun- 
try at large. 


It really amazes ••one to noto with 


what rapidity tho idea of special rail- 
road agricultural trains Is spreading 
over the country. 
Every section of 


Undo Sam's domain is being loured 
by the men who attack the problem of 
agriculture from its scientific Hide, and 
they areuneeting with encouragement 
and enthusiasm.

Every effort is made to spread knowl- 
edge of the lectures and exhibitions 
among the farmers and to induce them 
to attend. 
Thb station agents of the 


railroads are pressed into service.to 
tell their fanning neighbors about the 
coming of the trains; the local news- 
papers are asked for space; posters 
and circulars fire distributed. The re- 
sult i.s generally the welcoming of the 
agricultural trains by throng's of in- 
terested, intelligent, progressive farm- 


ers, who are. anxious to increase the 
productivity of their fields and im- 
prove the quality of their products. 


Special efforts are made to interest 


the children In these matters. Accord- 
ing to one prominent railroad official: 
"\Ve are building for the future. 
We 


aim to interest the children in im- 
proved farming, in the hope .that they 
will realize their future opportunities 
to do great work for the advancement 
of—i!iii—iiiitioii!s material 
prosperity. 


B'arm products are the basis of a great 
percentage of our wealth. We are aim- 
ing to call the attention of the farmer 
of the present to the fact that in the 
matter of obtaining the best results 
from every acre of ground America is 
woefully behind the nations of Europe. 
We hope to renjedy this condition by 
introducing as widely as possible the 
knowledge 
of: "scientific 
agriculture, 


and we l«iow no better means of at- 
taining our aim than by bringing to 
the very door of the fanner 
facts 


showing now better methods of farm- 
ing: will help not only himself and his 
family, but the nation at large.

The lectures are practical and inter- 
esting and touch upon problems which 
arise in the daily course of work n£ the 
average farmer's wife.

"poultry special" run by the New York 
Central In co-operation with the ag- 
ricultural college of Cornel! univer- 
sity.

some fiat cars where tho 
different 


types of farm machinery will be ex- 
hibited. The train will also carry lit- 
erature for free distribution and ex- 
hibits of the different kinds .of forest 


trees, shrubs and fruit trees that can 
bo grown successfully in the state. 
Methods of planting, pruning and gen- 
eral care of the trees will be explained. 
Grain, grasses, forage crops, woods 
and plants illustrating plant diseases 
will bo shown, and methods of fight- 
ing diseases and weeds will be ox- 
plained. 
One car will be devoted to 


live stock. Dairy and fat cattle, hogs, 
sheep and poultry will bo. on exhibition. 
The better types of stalls and mangers 
will be shown and also different rations 
to be fed to the live stock.

----pends.upon'genera!-conception or upon 
the general moral and Intellectual atti- 
tude,1 as, for example, intensity of the 
effort put into the study, or diligence,

tried mainly with children, and it .may 
be that the qualities we find -regarding 
the transferahility of acquired capacity

Miles Poindexter for 
the United States senate for the .alleged reason that Poindexter is opposed 
to the Ballingcr wing of the republican party and in favor of Roosevelt's 
conservation policy. 
Mr. Ballinger. in spite of Roosevelt's endorsement 


says that the stato of Washington will never elect Poindexter to the United 
States senate. If this statement should prove to be true the outcome would 
put Col. Roosevelt in the \iiggesl hole he has been deposited in'for a long 
time. It would be even worse than the repudiation of his dictatorship in 
New York. Today he tries to take back his .statement on the Poindexter 
light and ns usual to blame the newspapers. 


. We surmise that neither Washington nor any other state is going to 


submit to an arrogant dictatorship such as Colonel Roosevelt assumes 
;when he supposes that by the .mere iiat of his will the people of New York 
Btate, of Washington, of Massachusetts or of Ohio will meekly accept his 
command in the interests of'"his policies" or any other policies. It will be 
found, we believe, in the end that when this glamor of hero worship with 


Hvhich Colonel Roosevelt is now landed shall have been cleared away he 
will find his political influence a great deal leas powerful than he now sup- 
poses it to be. He will also find that the American voters will accept dicta- 
tion from no man and particularly will they bo suspicious of« a man who is 


BO much indebted to the republican parly as is Colonel Roosevelt. 


MR. BRYAN'S

Mr. Bryan has come out with a statement that he is not a candidate 


for any office. He "made that statement on former occasions and afterwards 
accepted nominations for office. 
Judging from Mr. Bryan's tendencies we 


do not believe that this statement means that he could not be induced to 
become a candidate. We still think that he could bo persuaded to accept 
the nomination for (lie presidency if offered to him; but wo do not believe 
that the democrats in any part of the country will be foolish enough to 
consider him as a candidate for the presidency in 1912. To do so would 
be one of the best possible methods of throwing away a splendid oppor- 
tunity to win- a national victory.

posed of those whose disapproval has 
back of it something personal, political, 
factional or otherwise selfish; (3)-the 
larger, class of people "whose criticisms 
grow out of true loyalty to the public 
schools,, coupled with their interest in 
young people and a genuine desire to 
promote their welfare.

deep sorrow reigned over all, for only 
n few hours before "Corn," a Jull 
blooded Sioux chief and 
one of the

swim with a few companions of hit 
race. 


The Indiana partook of supper imme- 
diately after the afternoon 
perform- 


ance, and about 6,30 "Com," accompa-

to the river to swim. They were di- 
rected to the swimming hole by a party 
of boys and soon had divested them- 
selves of their heavy blankets and can- 
vas clothing and were disporting them- 
selves in the soothing stream.

of them could swim, and hence all kept 
close, to the shore, except "Corn," who 
ventured 
out about the treacherous 


swimming hole where a shelf of sand 
makes the water shallow for a distance 
and then suddenly stops, leaving a hoU 
of great depth. Into this hole the un- 
fortunate Indian was seen to disappear 
and when he did not appear at once his 
Indian companions, becoming terrified, 
rushed back to the Fair grounds for 
assistance,'leaving three boys who had 
been watching the swimmers on the 
river bank. These boys were Frank 
Jelly of SS Richmond street. John Doo- 
llty of 592 Gorham street, and George 
Kerwin of 542 Gorham street and Ed- 
ward 
Molloy or Maloney, a not- 


ed 
swimmer. 
The 
boys immedi- 
ately 
removed 
their 
clothes and 


waded into tho water. 
"Corn" 
rose 


to the surface and struck out wildly, 
demonstrating to the boys that he 
could not swim. 
Jelly, who weighs 
only 110 pounds, -was afraid to go for- 
ward for the drowning man', for tho 
latter weighed considerably over -200 
pounds, and undoubtedly would have 
pulled the boy down with him. 
The Body Recovered 


In his story to Medical Examiner 


Molgs, tho Jelly boy said: "Tho Indian 
came to the surface four or six times 
before he finally disappeared. I think 
1 could have saved him If he hadn't 
been so big and strong. I was afraid 
that If I got too close to'him he would 
grab mo and bring mo down with him. 
After the. body disappeared I dovo 
down and brought it up, and Doollty 
nnd Kerwin helped mo bring It ashore."

Just what "Corn's" Indian name was

He owns 640 acres, and his wife and 
daughter, tho latter 20 years of age, 
have 3SO acres each. 


During the first big rush for land In 


Oklahoma 
many 
hundreds 
of 
the 


whites -who were "booming" ran short 
of prpvlglone. They were in a desper- 
ate plight, when a tall, fine looking 
Indian came to the rescue. He doled 
out corn to them, and saved their lives 
and from that time on'he was known 
by tho name of the food he gave to 
these men. His poetic Indian name, 
if he had any, was immediately forgot- 
ten and his fellows knew him only by 
the name of "Corn." 


He was a man of exceptional beauty 


judged by aboriginal standards. 
He 


was six feet, four 
inches 
In 
height 


and weighed 250 pounds, although 
he 


had the appearance of weighing much 
more. 
He was all sinew and muscle- 


and was one of the best "show" In- 
dians In the country. As a huntsman 
he was quite noted among the In- 
dians of the ridge, and his strength 
was said to he something to marvel at. 


"Corn" was 52 years of age. His 


wife's Indian name Is "Give Away 
Horse," but with the show Is known as 
"Rosa Corn," while the 
daughter's 
name is "Mary Corn." The family are 
Roman Catholics and the writer was 
informed 
by William Bearshleld, a 
Ponca Indian Interpreter with 
the 


show, that nearly all of the Indians 
are Catholics. 


Indians Dejected 


The Indians with the show were 


greatly Downcast over the death of 
"Corn" and showed their sorrow by 
an almost ominous silence. 
It was 


planned at first to allow them all to 
review the remains at the undertaker's 
after the evening performance. 
But 


owing to their condition of mind over 
the sad ,event and the proximity of 
several saloons it was deemed best to 
keep them under restraint. The great- 
er part of tho Indian show was omitted 
nnd 
the 
performers 
were 
al- 


lowed the privacy of their wigwams. 
The Miller Brothers tako these In- 
dians from the government reserva- 
tions ond are called upon to give n 
bond for their safe return. They are 
placed under particularly strict regu- 
nlt|ons relative to allowing them to 
have liquor, which IB the Red Man's 
worst enemy, and there la a 
severe 


penalty for celling liquor to an Indian.

TO BREAK WILL 


WOMAN LEFT PRACTICALLY ALL 


OF ESTATE FOR MAUSOLEUM 
NEW YORK, July 7.—A suit to upset 


the probate of the will of Elisabeth 
Bastian of 309 East- S9th street, who 
died on Feb. 11, 1009, and left practi- 
cally her entire estate in this country, 
worth ?65,000, to build and maintain a 
.mausoleum in Woodlawn cemetery, has 
been begun by her 
half-sister, Mrs. 


Emma Bolsen of Grantwond, N. J., and 
her half-brothers, John and George von 
Hofe of Astoria.. They declare that 
Miss Bastian was a monomaniac and 
believed that the life to come would be 
more enjoyable than the life on earth. 
For that reason they say she lived pe- 
nuriously- on earth so that she could 
live more luxuriously after death. 


"In her will Miss Bastian 
left the 


plaintiffs only ?1 each because of the 
"abject scorn and derision'' with which 
they had treated her from the time shu 
came here from Germany. Miss Bas- 
tlan had been the companion of Mrs. 
Marie Heine, and most of her money 
came to her under Mrs. Heine's will. 
She directed that $50,000 be set asida 
to build the mausoleum, in which cer- 
tain of her friends were to be buried 
with her. and that $6000 worth of jew- 
elry be sold and added to the fund. She 
directed that if anything remained in 
the estate after the tomb was built and 
certain small legacies were paid it was 
to go "to the Wcstlawn cemetery for re- 
pairs to the tomb and for shrubbery 
and flowers. 


The testatrix said In her will that 


she was contemplating a trip to Europe 
and she directed that in case she died 
at sea and her body was not brought 
to land the mausoleum should be built 
just the same and that "the executors 
shall reserve the metal drawer in the 
catacomb located on the right hand 
side., as you enter the said mausoleum 
and have an inscription made thereon 
containing my name and the date of 
my birth and death, and no one else 
Placed in said place reserved for me."

It would be even worse than the repudiation of his dictatorship in 
New York. Today he tries to take back his statement on the Poiudexter 
fight and as usual to blame the newspapers.

submit to an arrogant dictatorship such as Colonel Roosevelt assumes 
when he supposes that by the mere fiat of his will the people of New York 
state, of Washington, of Massachusetts or of Ohio will meekly accept his 
command jn the interests of "his policies" or any other policies. It will be 
found, we believe, in the end that when this glamor of hero worship with 
which Colonel Roosevelt is now landed shall have been cleared away he 
will find his political influence a great deal less powerful than he now sup- 
poses it to be.
